to hire a fellow witha wheelebarrow two dayes to carry 
our cloakes,ſwords,guns, piſtolls,and other apparell and 
luggage which were our neceſlaries, to a towne called 
Boorre,to Froburge,and foto another towne called Pexzgh, 
where wee caſhicrd our one-wheel'd coach, and hired a 
cart with two, which carried both vs and onr baggage 
to Chemnizt another townein Saxopy, from whence to a 
place called Shop,wee were faineto bee our owne fumpter 
horſes,walking on foote to the laſt townein S2xo2y, cal- 
led Marienberg. From thence paſſing vp and downe in- 
 acceflable mountaines,we came toawood, which parts 
Bohem4 trom Saxony onthe welt, which wood is called by 
the people of thoſe parts the Beamer wolts or iFolt, and is 
in breadch 10 Engliſh miles.,and in length furcher then L 
know how to deſcribetruely: but chis much of it I dare 
affrme, that it 15 a-naturall ftmpregnable wall to the 
kingdome of Boheza , which kingdome is all incompaſt 
round with woods and mountaines., ſothat there is no 
paſlage on that fideofir, for any army to enrer 'into it 
with munition and artillery, all the wayes being vneucn, 
and the mountaine tops all boggs, moſles, ;and quag- 
mires, that great ordnance or any heauy cariage either 
of horſe, cart or waggon,will finke and beloft, Betides, 
there are numbers palinumbvring oi Firre trees, many 
EY ſtanding 


could not ſee vntill we came within an houres trauell of 
It 
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ſtanding, and ſuch ſtore fallen of chemſelues, that any 


paſſage might eaſily be ſtopped by laying them croſſe the 
way. And of all my iourny, the trauel! chrough that dif- 


mall wood was the moſt heauy vnto mee, for thetrees 


grew ſo thicke, and ſo high, that theſunnewas obſcured, 
and the day ſeemed night;in ſome places, the way paued 
with ſwimming trees 2 miles together on the tops of 
hills, which now and then [ſlipping be{1des,funke to the 
miadle in a quagmire. 

When wee had thus footed ir,and travelled paſt the 
hills and woods, (being at the leaſt 4 houres toyle) and 
that wee might looke downe the mountaines into the 
fruitfull land of Bohem, neuer did fight morereioyce vs, 
the lower hills being all full of Vineyards, and the val- - 


lies,corne and paſture;znot an Engliſh milediſtance,but 


_ a villageenery way;zand ewenty,thirty,or forty reckes or 


Racks of corne which their barnes cannot hold, in the 
ſpace ofeuery houres tourny: ina word, euery thing that 
belonged to thevſe and commodity of man was and is 
there,and al the delighrtfull obieRt to ſatiſhe euery ſence 
is there abundantly, ſo that natureſeemed to make that 
Country her ſtorthouſe or granary, for there is nothing 
wantingexcept mens gratitude to God for fuch bleſſings. 

The firſtnight we lodged thereat a pretty towne cal- 
led Comoda, which towne by negligence and occaſion of 
fire had - fifty houſes burnt two dayes before our com- 


ming thither, it being eleuen dutch miles from Prague, 


There wehired a wagon 7 dutch miles toa towne called 


$lowne, from whence we walked on foote a = 16 Eng- 


liſh miles to Prague,which long looked forthe Citty wee 


_ 
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it:within halfea dutch mile is a fearefull place, being fre- 
quented with inhumaine: and barbarous murderers, that 
aflault travellers,firſt ſhooting and murdring them, and 
aiterſearching their pockets,where if they haue mony or | 
not, all is one,it is but fo many flaine : for theſe villaines 
hauc a wood, anda deepevalley to ſhelter tkemſclues in, 
_ that they are hardly taken afterwards;bur if they chance 

at ay time tobe but apprehended , they are racked and 
tortured ro make them confeſle, and afterwards their ex- 
ecutions are very terrible. But /I thanke God) wee paſt 
that place,and many other as dangerous as that, where 
ſome were robbed and murdered (as report told vs)both 
before vs,behind vs, and on each fide:and we ſaw in our. 
tourny aboue ſeauen ſcore gallowſes and wheeles,; where 
thicues were hanged ſome treſh, and ſome halfe rotten, 
and the carkaſes of murtherers,broken limb after limb on 
the wheeles;and yet it was our happines onely to fee the 


dead villaines,and eſcape the liuing. 

I came into Prague on thurfeday the fcauenth- of Sep- 
tember, whither if I had come but the friday before, 
I had ſeene a moſt fearefull execution of two notori- 
ous offenders;the manner how.with their faults,as it was 
truely related ro me by Engliſh Gentlemen that ſaw it, 
I thinke it not much impertinent torelate. 

The one of them being taken, apprehended and rac- 
ked,for ripping vp aliuea woman with child, and for ta- 
king the infant out of her body, did ſowe a liuing pup- 
py into her belly; all which hee confeſſed hee did to make 
properties for wichcraft:and beeing further tortured, hee 
confeſſed when and where hee had committed 35. mur- 


thers more : the other in reſpe& of him was but a petty 
offender, 
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 offender,for he in all his life time had murthered but r4. 
 Forthe which execrable facts , their deſcrued executions 
were as followeth : Firſt, they were brought out of the 
Llayle naked from the girdle vpward; and ſo being bound 
fait on high ina cart, that the ſpe@ators might ſee them; 
then the Hangman hauing a panne of coales neere him, 
with red hot pincers nip'd off thenipple of one breſt; 
then he tooke a knife and gtueshimaflaſh or cur downe 
the backe on one f1de,from the ſhoulder to the waſte; and 
preſently gaue him ſuch another flaſh, three inches from 
q the farſt ;then on the top he cur the {laſhes into one;, and 
preſently taking pincers,tooke hold of the crofle cut, and 
rorc him downelike a Girſe below the middle, letting it 
hangdowne behind him like a belt: after which he tooke 
his burring pincers,and pluck'd off the tops of his fingers 
of one hand : then paſſing to another place ofthe Towne, 
his other nipple was plucked off,the other fide of his back 
{ocurt and mangled, {which they call by the .name of 
rimming, (fit had beene;rimmng , I would neuerbaue 
written but in proſe ): his-other hngers nipd off; then 
pang further, all his toes were nip'd off with the bur- 
ning pincers: after which he was enforced to come out 
ofthecart , and goe-0n foore: vp a ſteepe hill rothe Gal- 
lowes, where he was broken with awheele,aliue,one'bohe 
aſter another,beginning at his legs and ending with his 
neck,and laſtof all quartered andJlayd on the wheele, on 
a high poſt,til] Crowes,Rauens, or conſuming timecon-. 
tume him. 41025.954 doicdurt 
This was the manner of both their executions, but I bil 
ſ{>eake but of the greateit murtherer particularly,becauſe 
i isreported , that all theſe rorments neucr made him 
once 
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once to change countenance , orto make any fſigne or 
aQMon of griete,to call to God for mercy, or to entreate 
the people to pray forhim; but as if he had beene a ſenſe- 
leſſe ſtocke or ſtone, he did moſt ſcornetully,and as it were 
in diſdaine abide it : whilſt the other villaine did crye, 
rore,and make lamentation,calling vpon God often;the 
difference was not much in their liues, and manner of 
theirdeaths, bur I am-verſwaded the-odds was. great in 
cheir dying. 

The City of Prague is almoſt circular orround , being 
diuided in the-middle by the riuer of 440/dou2,oucr which 
is a faire ſtone Bridge,of 600.paces ouer, and at each end 
a {trong gate ofſtone:there is {aid to-beinirof Churches 
and Chappels, 150. for there are great numbers of Ca- 
tholiques,who hane many LORIE dedicated to ſundry 
Saints,and I was there at foureſeneral forts of divine cx- 
erciles, viz. at good ſermons withthe Proteſtants, at 
Mafle with the Papitts,at a Lutherans preaching, and at 
the Iewes Synagog ; three of whichI ſaw and | for 
curiofity,and the otherfor edification, 

The lewes in Przguc are in fuch great numbers, that 
they are thought to be of men, women and children, be- 
twixt 50. 0r 60000. who doeall line by brocage and vſu- 
ry vpon the Chriſtians, and are very rich in money ind 
Iewels,ſothat a man may ſee.tenne or twelue rogither 
of them,that are accounted worth 20.40. or 46000. |. a- 
piece; and yet theflaues goe ſomiſerably attired,that 15. 
of them are not worth the hanging for their wholeward- 
robes, 

The Caſtle where the King and Queene doe keepe 


their Court,is magnificent and ſumptuous in building, 
C 4 ſtrongly 
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ſtrongly ſituated and fortified by nature and art , being 


founded on a high hill,fo that ar pleaſure irkeepes the 


rowne in command, and it is much more ſpacious in 
roomes for receipt in gardens and orchards,then the 
Towre of Londoy.l was in it dayly the ſpace of 20 dayes, 


| and ſaw it royally graced with the preſence of a gracious 


King & Queen,who were honorably arteded by a gallant 

courtly traine of Lords and Ladies, and Gentles, of the 

high Dutch and Bohemzans,and where was free &bountiful | 

entertainment to ſtrangers in abundance: I muſt euer 

humbly and thankfully acknowledge the Queenes Maic- 

ities goodnefle towards mee, whoſe vadeſerued fauours 

were helpful vnco meborh there, and in my redious jor- 

ay home-ward. Moreouer there I ſaw (and had in mine 

armes)the King and Queenes yongeſt ſon, Prince Robert, 

who was borne there on the 16 of December laſtia goodly 

child aseuer I ſaw ofthat age, whom wich the reſt I pray 

God to bleſlezto his glory and his Parents 10y and com-

_  Thecitty of Prague, hath in it(by reaſon of the wars ) 
thricethe number of it's owne inhabitants, and yet for 
all that, vi&uals 1s in ſuch great plenty, that 6 men can- 
not cate three halie penny o—_ of bread, and I did buy 
inthe market a fat gooſe well roaft for the vallew of nine 
penceEnglith, and I and my brotherhaue dined there 
| ata Cookes with good roaſted meate, bread and beere, 
ſo that we haue bin ſatithed and letr,tor the vallew of flue 
ence: a good turky there may bee bought for two ſhil- 
* —__ for freſh fiſh I neuer ſaw ſuch fore, for in one 
market day I haue knowue in Prague 2000 carps, beſides 
other fiſhes, which carps in London arc five ſhillings a 
picce,and there they were for cight pence, or ten pence 
at the moſt,ſo that one of their freſh fiſh markets heere 
were worth at the leaſt 5 or 600 pounds, and as 
for all other manner of wild foule, they are there in fa- 
ticty, beſides their fruites are in ſuch abundancethar 1 
boght a basket of grapes of the quantity of halfe a pecke 
for a penny & farthing,& a hat-ful of faire peaches tor as 
much, pickled cowcumbers I haue bought a pecke for 
three pence,and muskmellons,there hath bin caſt fiue or 
{ix carts load ofthem in one day te their hoggs. = 
As concerning the dyet that is in the Kings armies, 
I could neuer yet heare any man complaine of want, bur 
that it is more plentifull then in the cicty, rhe grea- 
reſt ſcarcity hath bin to ſome {icke ſouldiers, who being 
notable to march with the leaguers (by reaſon of their 


weakencs) they hauc bin left amongſt the Boores, or hul- 
D bandmen 


this 1n the campe hath ever bin a continual cheapnes oi 
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bandmen in the next villages, where their languages not 
vnderſtood, their ſuccour hath bin but ſmall, but for all 
C 
all things,the King moſt duely paying his ſouldiers at the 
end of euery month,hauing in his great leguer, ynder the 


 condud of the Princes of Ho!loxck and Anhalt,of foote and 


horſe 43000, and at-the leaſtof carts and waggons to 
carry prouiſion,and baggage for the army,to the number 
of 18000. In his little leaguer vnder the leading of 
Count A7az{felt there arc of toote and horſe 7000, be- 
ſides carrs and waggons for carriage, and yet for thefe 
great numbers ofmen and beaſtes, thercis foodin all a- 
bundance. | 

Inthecampe with Grawe Marnſfelt is the Brittane regi- 
ment vnder their Colonel Sir Andrew Gray Knight, and 
in Prague I met with many worthy Gentlemen and ſoul. 
diers, which were there ſicke, as the worthy Capraine 
BuſhellLreutenaut Grimes, Lienetenant Langworth, Anci- 
ent Ga/brerth,, Ancient Vawdenbrooke , Maiſter Whitney, 
Maifter Blundell and others, all which did moſt courte- 
ouſly entertaine me,vnto whom I muſt euer reſt thankful, 
and they do afftirme that now it hath pleaſed God to 
grant their ſouldiers recouery, that they do hope cuery 
Brittazn? fouldier doth reraine more good ſpirit, then 3 
enemies of what nation ſoeuer. 

Thus hauing ſhewed part of the beſtthings in Bohemzz, 
the Court and Citty of Prague, it ſhall not be amiſle if I 
relatea little merily,ot ſome things there tolerable,ſome 
intollerabie, ſome naught and fome worſe then naught; 
for as cuery roſe hatha prickle,and euery Beeaſting, fo 
no carthly kingdome hath ſuch perſe&tion of goodnefle, 
but it may be uſtly raxed with impertections,

There(by a kind of topfie turuyvſe,)

Theſe females ſveme to be moſt valiant there, 
Thr parnting ſhewes they do no colours feare, 
Moſt art-like plaſtriny natures imperfections, 
w:th ſublimated, white and red complexionsy 
So much for pride 1 haze obſerued there, 
 Therreother faults are almoſt every where. 
Thus hauing ftayd in Prague almoſt 3. weekes, I retur- 
ned from thence homeward, on tueſday , the 26. of Sep, 
rember,hauing in my company three Gentlemen,a wid- 
dow (and foure ſmall children) whoſe husband being an 
Engliſh man, and the Kings Brewer for Beere, deccaſed, 
and was buried there in Prague whillt I was there: the 
good deſolate woman hauing receined reward after ſc- 
uen yeares (eruice there and at Heidelberg, being deſirous 
toretire to her countrey(Engiand) came with vs,with my 
brother, and my fellow 7/bery. We tooke two Coaches 
_ at the Caflle of Prague,& ina day and halte, wewere car- 
' ried ſeuen Duch muiles,to a Townein Bohemza (ſtanding 
on the riuer of El: ) called Leatmeritz, at which Towne 
 weall layd our moneyes together , and bought a boate 
of 48. foote in length;and not 3. toote in bredth, and be- 
cauſe we did not know the rtuer , wee hired a Bohenmzax 


waterman to guide vs 15. dutch miles, to the Towne of 
Drea- 
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Dreaſon in Saxony But 4. miles ſhort of that Town, which 
was the nrſtTowne inthe Saxon Countrey, called Pirpe, 
where we were ſtayed 5 houres without the gates,til ſuch 
time as the Burgamaſter wold be pleaſed to examin vs:in 
the meane ſpace our waterman (not daring to abide the 
terrible triall of examination, becauſe the Duke of $:x09 
was in Armesagainſithe King of Beame) hee ran away, 
and left vs to bring the boate downe theriuer, 600, Eng- 
liſh miles our {clues ro Hambargh. 

But now to clofe vpall , Iwill relate what rare dyer, 
. excellent cookery ,and fweete lodging wehad in oar iour- 
ney in Germazy : firſt for our comforr,after very hard ger- 
ting of houſeroome, our lodgings was cuery night in 
ſtraw,where lying together well littered, we honeſtly al- 
wayes left our ſheetes behind vs: then at our ſuppers at 
atableſquare, andſobroad, that two mencan hardly 
ſhake hands oner it,we being ſome twelue about it. Our 
firſt diſh being a raw cabbadge, ofthe quantity of halfe a 
pecke, cut and chopped ſmall,with the fat of reſty bacon 
powred vpon it in ſtead of oyle; which diſh muſt beemp- 
tied before we could ger any more : Our ſecond diſh per- 
haps,a peck of boylde Apples and honey,the Apples be- 
ing boyled skins,ſtalkes, cores, and all ; Thirdly, 100. p 
Gudgeons,newly taken perhaps, yet as ſalt as if they had - 
beene three yeares pickled, or twice at the Eaſt Indies, 
boyled with ſcales,guts andall,and buried in Ginger like 
ſawduſt: a freſh pike as ſalt as brine,boyled in flat milke, 
with a ponnd of Garlick. This was the manner of the 
moſt part of our dyet; and if we did aske them why they 
did falt their meate ſo vnreaſonably, their anſwere was, 
rhat their beer could nor be conſumed, except their meat 


were ſalted extraordinarily. 
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If a man doe finde fault or ſceme diſtaſted with their 
| beaſtly dyer,he is in danger tobe thruſt out of dores, and 
take vp his lodging in the ſtreetes : and in the concluſion 
when dinner or ſupper is ended , then comes mine Hoft, 
or his leather lip'd Froe, with a ſawcy reckoning of what 
they pleaſe, which ſounds in our eares like a harſh Epj- 
logue,after a bad playe ; for what they ſay wee muſt pay, 
theirwords are irreuocable / like the ancient Kings of 
Perſia) and we muſt not queſtzon or aske how and how it 
can bee ſo much , but pay them their demand witheut 
grumbling to halfe a farching. 

Which made me call to minde fixe ſeuerall princi- 
pals,that doe belong to a traueller, as patience, filence, 
warinefſe,watchfulneſſe,a good ſtomacke, and a purſe wel 
moneyed; forithe want any one of theſe, { perhaps) 
the other five will never bring him to his iour- 
nies end, A mans pacience muſtbe ſuch,that (though he 
bea Barron) he muſt beare all abuſes,ceither in words,lod- 
ging,dyet,oralmoſtany thing,though offered from ot by 
a ſowter,a tinker,or a Merchant of tripes & turneps; his 
ſilence muſt be,that though he heare & vnderſtand him- 
ſclke wronged, yer he mult be as dumbe asa Gudgean or 
a Whiting mop:and thouga his mouth be ſhut , his wa- 
rinefle mult defuch,that his cares muſtbe cuer open; to 
liſten and ouer-heare all dangers that may bee complot- 
tcd againft him:his watchiulneſſe muſt be fo, that he muſt 
ſeldomellcep with both his eyes at once,left his throat 
be cut before he wake againe. But forhis ſtomacke, hee 
muſteate grafle with a horſe,aud drafte with the hogges, 
for hee that cannot cate pickl'd herring broth,and dirty 
puddings,{ball many times faſt by authority, and goe to 
bed withont his ſupper : and laſt of all, he nwuſt haue For- 
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tunatus Ot a Prince his purſe, that muſt bee (like a drun- 
kards dagger) euer drawne, to pay bountifully fer ſuch 
waſh and graines.as his valiant ftomack hrth overcome, 
conquered and deuourcd : but of this a little in verſe:

Vith this kinde of lodging and dyer , and with te- 
dious labour ſometimes night and day, wee came in 14, 
dayes 607. miles from Prague in Bohemia, to Hambrogh on. 
the hither skirts of Germany, the river having aboue 
1000. ſhelues and ſands,and 800. Ilands, ſo that a man_ 
cannot ſee on which {ide of rhem to goe,therebeing 240, 
mills chained in boates on the firſt ſireame , and a num- 
ber numberleſle of Oakes and other trees ſunke with the 
violence of theRiner, and ſometimes fogs and miſts that 
we could not ſee a boates length from vs : beſides great 
Rocks,and ſtones that were fallen into thewater,that any 
or many of theſe impediments do often onerthrow boats, 
and drowne paſlengers; yet I,;and my fellow 77/bery ( wee 
being both his Maieſties watermen) did by Gods afhi- 
ſtanceſately eſcape them all,and brought our ſeiues,as 1s 
afore-ſayd, to Hamborogh, where being windebound 10. 
dayes,I thanke the Engliſh Merchants, I was well welco- 


med,yntill at laſt it pleaſed God,the winde came faire, I 
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| tooke ſhip,and after 9. dayes and nights of various wea- 


ther (I giue prayſe tothe Almighty) I ſafely came home 
to my houſe in Zoxdon,on ſatcrday the 28. of September. 
I 620, 


 Youthat haue bought this, grieue not at the coſt,
